UR FAITH in God tells us that there is help 
for every person who turns to Him, and 
our faith is continually reinforced by the 

actual reports that come to Silent Unity of benefits 
and blessings received through prayer. 

Many letters come to us that are written out 
of the depths of despair, letters full of doubt 
and discouragement, letters that present every kind 
of problem that human beings can have to face. 
But behind the fear, the despair, the doubt ex- 
pressed in these letters we see the faith that 
prompted the writing of them, we behold the in- 
herent spiritual nature of every person. 

Silent Unity has had every kind of problem 
presented to it; we have seen every kind of prob- 
lem healed and solved through prayer. We have 
real reason to rejoice continually, for we know 
that no problem is without its solution. We know 
that when a person realizes the truth about him- 
self as a spiritual being, when he learns to rely 
on the power of God that is within him, he can 
surmount the seemingly insurmountable, he can 
achieve the seemingly impossible. 

We cannot be grateful enough for the light 
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and inspiration that are continually poured out 
upon us by those who are our friends. We can- 
not be grateful enough for the living proof of 
the power of prayer that is continually given us 
by those who ask our help. 

Silent Unity is more than a group of persons. 
In essence it is a reservoir of spiritual power that 
is continually being renewed. All who believe in 
Truth, all who pray with Silent Unity, all who 
are one with us in the spirit of this work add 
something of their faith and spiritual power to 
Silent Unity. 

A spirit of love is present in Silent Unity that 
is continually kept strong and glowing by the love 
that is poured out upon us. Those who write to us 
are friendly and loving, even when they are tell- 
ing us about what seems to be an overwhelming 
problem. Practically every letter that comes to us 
has some expression of gratitude to God and to 
us in it, and we cannot begin to measure the 
wealth of blessings that are ours because of the 
letters that say sincerely and from the heart, ‘God 
bless you!” 

As we read the letters that pass across our desks 
we are continually impressed with the fact that 
people are really wonderful. The cynical are in- 
clined to believe that most people are selfish and 
thoughtless. But a cynic could not for long retain 
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his doubt as to the goodness of people could he } 


read our mail for just one day. 

Most of our letters contain requests for help 
not for the writer alone but for other persons in 
his life. A mother on her way to the hospital, 
urgently needing prayers, asks us to pray for her 
home and family too. A man looking for a job 
remembers to ask prayers for a relative who is 
having domestic trouble. A child, unhappy and 
lonely, says, “Bless my friends and my parents 
too.” 

We cannot be grateful enough to our corte- 
spondents for revealing to us in the most literal 
of ways that a bond of unity does exist between 
human beings, that though we are separate, we are 
yet one. We cannot be grateful enough to our 
friends for continually bolstering our faith in the 
goodness, the innate kindness of humanity. 

Anyone who doubted the worth of working 
with constructive ideas would need only to read 
our mail just as it comes in. At least fifty per cent 
of our letters contain a good report. Some of these 
reports are reports of miracles, some are reports 
of little gains. But large or small they are a cause 
for rejoicing, for they reveal that the study of 
Truth, the use of Truth, the practice of Truth 
helps in all conditions, helps all manner of per- 
sons, heals all manner of diseases. 
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It shows a good state of mind when a person 
sees in a small happening the possibility of great 
good. One woman wrote us: “I haven’t had any- 
thing good to report until today. But today my 
husband has said that he wants to quit drinking.” 
To her this was evidence of the answer to her 
prayers, and she wisely realized that the answer to 
her husband's need for freedom had to begin with 
his own desire for it. 

A little girl wrote us: “I don’t cry any more 
when I have to do the dishes and make up beds. 
I have to do it anyway, so there isn’t any need 
to cry.’ This is a real overcoming, for this child 
has already learned one of the most important 
lessons in life, that of doing what needs to be 
done cheerfully. She has found the secret of con- 
tentment. 

One time several years ago we asked our cor- 
respondents to keep a list of their blessings for a 
thirty-day period. We told them that it was not 
necessary for them to send their list to us, but 
making the list was a way to stir up their spirit of 
praise and their realization of the blessings that 
were theirs. 

Several correspondents sent us their lists any- 
way, and they were remarkable. To someone look- 
ing for miracles some of the things these persons 
listed as blessings would seem trivial or unim- 
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portant. But we could see in these lists a real | 


miracle, the miracle of constructive thinking and 
living. It may not seem important to be grateful 
for friendly neighbors, a sunny day, a letter from 
a friend, a kind word from a stranger, but call 
to mind yourself the persons you know who are 
grateful and happy about small things. Are they 
not persons who have a great capacity for making 
life happier? Do they not infect others with their 
good humor and good will ? 

As children in Sunday school we made “thank- 
ful lists” at Thanksgiving time, and it is a good 
thing to do now that we are grown-up. Take the 
sentence “I am thankful for” and see if you can- 
not finish it with a hundred different blessings. 

We have real reason for rejoicing in Silent 
Unity, for daily we witness the transforming work 
of Spirit, always present, always active in the 
heart and mind of humanity. 

Jesus said, “Ye are my friends.” We say to 
you, our DaiLy Worb readers, our Silent Unity 
correspondents, “You are our friends.” Though 
we have not seen you face to face, nor talked 
with you, nor walked with you, we know you in 
the truest way that one person can know another. 
We know you as a spiritual being, we see you as 
God sees you.

O BE, Or not to be: that is the question.” 

Hamlet’s words state a human problem 

that is common to us all. Very early in 
life we are faced with the responsibility of making 
decisions. For instance, at the corner candy counter 
we were called upon to choose which piece of 
candy to spend our penny on, and to our child 
mind the decision was very important. 

Then as we matured we found it progressively 
more important to be able to make decisions. We 
are constantly faced with the problem of “to be, 
or not to be,” to do or not to do. 

As we observe the lives of persons who are 
successful and happy we see that they have learned 
to accept the responsibility of making decisions. 
It is not difficult to see also that those who refuse 
to make decisions sometimes fail to receive the 
good that is rightfully theirs. 

A woman who had been living with her chil- 
dren longed for a home of her own. For years 
she kept repeating, “If I only had an apartment 
or a home of my own, I know I would be hap- 
pier.”’ Finally the opportunity presented itself. Her 
income was sufficient to support a home of her 
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own, and the miraculous happened—in view of 
the housing shortage! An apartment-house owner, 
with whom this woman was acquainted, called 
her and said: “I have a lovely apartment that 
will be vacant in a few days. When I learned it 
would be vacant I thought of you, and I want you 
to have it.” Everything seemed to be in perfect 
order, but my friend could not make up her mind. 
She began making excuses, saying, “Perhaps it is 
not wise for me to move right now, although the 
apartment seems to be exactly what I want.” It 
was easy for me to see that her whole attitude 
was one of inability to make a decision. The next 
day the apartment-house owner called again and 
said: “I am still hoping that you will decide to 
take the apartment. I am willing to hold it for 
you till the first of the month, but I must know 
now whether or not you intend to take it.” Still 
my friend could not make a decision. When she 
finally decided that she would take the apartment 
she called and found that it had been rented to 
someone else. Her comment was “Well, I suppose 
it was not for me or I would have gotten it.” 
Who can say? But it is my feeling that this 
woman failed to accept her good because she 
could not or would not make a decision. God pro- 
vides good for us, but we are the channels through 
which it comes. If we do not accept our good 
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when it is presented to us, we should not blame 
our failure to receive on God's will. 

Often we allow fear to rule our mind, and fear 
paralyzes our ability to decide. Some persons mis- 
take fear for divine guidance; they confuse the 
voice of their own fear with the voice of Ged. 
It is not always easy to recognize fear, for it has 
many disguises. It needs to be uncovered and ex- 
posed. When we are presented with a decision 
many times we will not admit that we are afraid, 
but we make all manner of excuses because ac- 
tually we are afraid to face the issue. 

Not long ago I had to make a decision in my 
own life about something very important to me. 
After thinking about it and praying for guidance 
I found that my mind still contained thoughts of 
doubt and fear that prevented me from making the 
decision. I had to affirm my oneness with divine 
intelligence many times in order to dissolve the 
fear thoughts. Then I was able to face the prob- 
lem with a mature attitude of mind and make my 
decision. 

I would not encourage anyone to make snap 
judgments, for they often lead to confusion. If 
however you have carefully thought something 
through, prayed for guidance, and everything 
seems to urge you to take a certain course of ac- 
tion, take it! Don’t be afraid! Say to yourself: 
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“I will not allow fear to rule my life. My every 
decision is under the guidance of divine intelli- 
gence, and I am unafraid.” 

Fhe habit of procrastination is often behind our 
inability to make decisions. ‘‘Now is not the time,” 
we say. “Perhaps later would be better.” “My 
mother will be here next month and she will help 
me decide.” These are phrases familiar to us all. 

Jesus said to His disciples, “Say not ye, There 
are yet four months, and then cometh the harvest? 
behold, I say unto you, Lift up your eyes, and look 
on the fields, that they are white already unto 
harvest.’” Remember these words when you have 
decisions to make. You need not put off the time 
of harvest. As you think things through and pray 
for wisdom and guidance you will not make hasty 
or unwise decisions, but neither will you be afraid 
to make decisions. 

The Master, with His great understanding and 
deep insight into human nature, was fully aware 
of the human tendency to postpone the facing of 
issues. He taught the truth that God’s good, being 
ever present, need not be delayed in its coming. 

Most of us can recall times in our own expeti- 
ence when we have said: ‘‘Perhaps some day I will 
be well.” “Some day I will be rich.” “Some day 
I will be happy.” How much more constructive 
it is to take a decisive stand and say: ‘Today I 
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have perfect health. Today I am guided in all my 
ways. Today from the white fields of God's 
harvest abundant good is coming to me.” 

It is a privilege to be able to choose for our- 
selves. We should never try to avoid the respon- 
sibility of making a decision. God works through 
the minds of men. When we pray for God to work 
through us we must let Him work through us. 

Every day, every hour, we are called upon to 
make decisions. Sometimes these decisions involve 
things that seem inconsequential but if we can 
learn to be decisive in the small details of life 
we shall find it easier to be decisive in the more 
important matters. We do not always have a long 
period of time in which to think things over, so 
it is important to build up a positive state of mind 
that will be with us at all times. Then we shall 
find ourselves able to make a quick decision when 
the need to do so arises. 

The power of decision is a wonderful gift. It 
is yours to use in all the affairs of your life. God 
is more powerful than fear, and God is with you. 
He guides you in your decisions, so there is no 
reason to fear changes that may come to you as 
a result of your decisions.
